Theatre  is  as  ephemeral  as  the  life  it  hopes  to  capture.  Building 
a  character,  constructing  and  painting  a  set,  taking  that  last  bow 
on  closing  night  and  striking  the  set,  these  make  us  realize  that 
the  theatre  is  a  slave  to  time  and  change.  Many  changes  featured 
the  1968-1969  theatre  season  at  Spring  Hill.  Both  experimental 
and  traditional  plays  were  tried:  "Clap  Hands  Til  Daddy  Comes 
Home,"  "Romeo  and  Juliet,"  a  joint  production  (with  Mobile's 
Joe  Jefferson  Players)  of  "Royal  Hunt  of  the  Sun,"  and  the  senior 
show,  "Madwoman  of  Chaillot."  Another  change  occurred  at 
season's  end,  with  the  departure  of  Mr.  Dennis  Ciesil  after  four 
years  as  director,  in  which  he  promoted  the  production  of  a  new 
play  each  year  and  strengthened  the  foundations  of  lively  theatre 
at  Spring  Hill.

Dealing  with  perversion  in  a  play  may  turn  out  to  be  either  a 
disaster  or  an  exciting  drama  of  the  human  condition.  Because  of 
its  writing,  direction  and  cast,  "Clap  Hands,  Clap  Hands  'Til 
Daddy  Comes  Home"  turned  out  to  be  that  exciting  drama,  a 
successful  gamble.  The  script,  by  Yvonne  Young  Tarr,  was 
selected  by  Mr.  Ciesil  from  dozens  submitted  for  this  "world 
premiere,"  and  made  her  a  prize-winner  at  the  Southeastern 
Theatre  Conference.  Interpretation,  set  design  and  blocking  were 
all  Mr.  Ciesil's  creation.  The  set  resembled  a  George  Segal  crea- 
tion, with  the  acting  at  times  highly  stylized.  The  playwright  was 
honored  by  a  March  3  reception  in  the  Campus  Center.  Mary- 
belle  Hughes  assisted  with  direction,  and  Romulus  Zamora  man- 
aged the  stage  for  this  December  3-7  production,  for  which  Mark 
R.  Kent  wrote  and  performed  the  music  score.

Ciesil  as  "a  kind  of  poetic  and  comic  fable  set  in  the  twilight  zone  of  the 
not-quite  true."  Graduating  theatre  major  Linda  Sketoe  played  the  Mad- 
woman, who  turns  out  to  be  the  off-beat  nemesis  of  evildoers.  By  refusing 
to  compromise  with  "The  Establishment,"  she  restores  Joy,  Justice  and 
Love  to  a  threatened  world. 

Mrs.  Ciesil  again  produced  large  numbers  of  magnificent  costumes,  for 
what  may  have  been  the  Spring  Hill  Players'  most  elaborate  indoor  stage 
settings  ever  attempted:  Paris's  "Cafe  Chez  Francis"  and  the  moth-eaten 
home  of  The  Madwoman,  with  its  doorway  leading  to  the  awesome 
abyss. 

Senior  theatre  major  Ray  Vrazel  also  played  a  major  role,  that  of  "The 
Rag-picker."  Other  juicy  parts  went  to  Marybelle  Hughes  as  "Gabrielle," 
Lorraine  Beaver  as  "Constance,"  Steve  Morris  as  "The  Prospector,"  Clark 
Terry  as  "The  President,"  Tom  Dugger,  S.C.,  as  "The  Baron,"  Francie 
Toomer  as  "Paulette,"  and  Van  Foley,  S.J.,  as  "Pierre."

Riding  the  exhilarating  wave  of  a  voted-on  increase  in  the  activities  fee 
(to  $20.00),  President  Jim  Page  and  his  cohorts  began  planning  their 
year's  activities  during  the  summer  of  1968.  High  on  their  list  was  schedul- 
ing of  thirty  films,  five  live-music  Soul-Rock  bands  for  the  first  semester 
(headed  by  the  British-type  "Basement  Wall"  group  from  New  Orleans), 
and  plans  for  a  Football  Weekend. 

But  these  projects  will  scarcely  be  remembered.  It  seems  that  a  certain 
Dr.  Timothy  O'Leary  was  invited  by  Student  Government  to  present  his 
case  .  .  .  Administration  decided  that  O'Leary's  exposition  should  be 
balanced  by  that  of  another  M.D.,  Dr.  Sidney  Cohen,  formerly  chief  of 
psychosomatic  medicine,  Los  Angeles  VA  hospital.  Problems  of  date  and 
place  arose,  along  with  objections  from  local  "friends  of  the  College"  and 
many  alumni,  so  that  finally  Father  President  announced  his  opposition, 
citing  "anticipated  disruptive  factors"  and  "present  distortion  and  misrepre- 
sentations of  our  motives"  as  his  reasons.  Senior  Class  president  Ed 
McMahon  then  proposed  a  demonstration  which  would  show  both  campus 
and  city  how  Spring  Hill  students  felt  about  the  prohibition.  Doctor 
O'Leary  got  back  into  the  act  by  saying,  on  TV's  TODAY  show,  that  he 
would  come  to  Spring  Hill  anyway.  He  didn't,  but  the  march  did  come  off, 
on  November  11,  by  several  hundred  students,  who  heard  words  by  Page 
and  Father  Marlowe. 

All  else  was  anti-climax,  such  as  the  gun-law  and  inauguration  of  the 
Rathskellar,  and  threats  to  revivify  a  moribund  Student  Court.

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ADMINISTRATION 


A  College  Planning  Board,  in  cooperation  with  the  Faculty  General  Council, 
began  work  during  the  summer  of  1968  on  a  long-range  program.  First-fruits 
of  this  effort,  which  continued  through  the  fall  semester,  was  approval  and 
inauguration  of  the  College  Senate.  Mr.  John  P.  Macnamara,  president  of  the 
FGC,  shepherded  the  Senate's  constitution  and  by-laws  through  revisions  to 
approval. 

The  new  Senate  has  deliberative  and  policy-making  authority  in  the  fields 
of  Academic  Affairs  and  Student  Personnel,  subject  to  confirmation  in  each 
case  by  the  College's  President  and  Board  of  Trustees.  Administrative  authority, 
throughout  the  College,  remains  with  the  President,  Vice-President,  Dean  of  the 
College,  Dean  of  Students,  and  department  chairmen.  Permanent  committees  act 
as  advisory  groups  to  the  Senate,  and  as  liaison  with  administrative  officials. 
Most  controversial  action  of  the  Senate  was  its  approval  of  ROTC  on  campus.
